raged through the night. 
At Minneapolis three regiments 


of militia were mobilized to pre-

truck driver's strike. 
The Toledo turmoil was marked 


by pistol shots, flylrtg bricks and 
tear gas. Some 3,000 strikers and 
their supporters stormed 
the 
plant and kept 1,500 employes im- 
prisoned In It all night. 
Police 
and company guards hurled tear 
gas bombs at the rioters, but the 
crowd held Its ground and in- 
creased in numbers. 


Many persons were injured, sev- 
eral requiring hospital treatment.

The examining trial was on the

Parker, his woman companion in crime, in a hail of bul- 
lets from a sheriff's posse, fifty miles east of here near 
the town of Gibsland. 


Both man and woman were killed instantly before 


they could fire a shot and their bodies and automobile 
"%'ere riddled with bullets. They drove into a posse's am- 
"bush, arranged by the former captain of Texas rangers, 
jYank Hamer, who had followed Barrow's trail relent- 
rjesaly.

With the posse, heavily armed, hiding in the brush 


.Iglong the paved highway,'Barrow's car broke over'the 
skorizon racing at an 85 mile rate. As the car approached, 
^•jn officer yelled "halt." Barrow and the woman an- 
'flwered by reaching for their guns and were met by a 
jusillade from a dozen guns. Bonnie Parker died with 
^)er head between her knees and a machine gun on her 
•3»p. Barrow slumped behind the steering wheel with a 
Revolver in his grip. 


Crashes Embankment 


The automobile careened from the road and smashed 


;to an embankment. The officers continued to fire until 
he car virtually was shot to pieces and the bodies were 
ddled. 


The bandits' trail was picked up this morning by Ha- 


ier and three Texas ranger associates in Bossier parish, 
•here Barrow was reported to have relatives residing, 
hey followed the bandit car to Bienville parish where

The report received here said 
that the couple drove up to the 
hideout at 9:15 and when they 
saw the officers, they drew their 
guns but before they could shoot, 
the deputies and the former ran- 
gers felled them with a burst of 
gunfire.

and the woman had a machine gun in her lap.

He said that officers were 
positive that the pair killed was Barrow and the Parker 
woman. He said the woman was holding a machine gun. 


The bodies were left in' the car until the arrival of

Splettstoesser, 55, railroad clerk, 
was charged with murder today af-

Splettslocsser met Waller in front 


of the post office here yesterday 
and shot" him several times. Offi-

Waller was wounded in the chest 


and legs. Rushed to a hospital at 
Houston, he died as surgeons pre- 
pared to operate. 


Justice Bert Dunlap of Trinity, 


an eye witness, said he and Waller 
were sitting on the sidewalk talk- 
ing to friends when Splettstoesser 
approached them. 
"I'll see you later," Dunlap quot- 


ed Waller as saying as he rose and 
left the group. 
"Ho walked toward Splettstoes- 
ser and they talked for a minute," 
Dunlap stated. "I don't know what 
they said, but Splettstoesser sudden- 
ly pulied an automatic pistol from 
his pocket and tiered several times. 
Waller slumped to the sidewalk."

WASHINGTON, May 22. 


—(/P)—Legislation was intro- 
duced in congress today at 
the r e q u e s t of President 
Roosevelt to provide for in- 
erasing the amount of silver 
in the 
nation's monetary 


stocks. 


In a special message, the Presi- 


dent recommended that congress 
declare American policy to be to 
enlarge the use of silver "with 
the ultimate objective" of having 
one-fourth of the monetary stocks 
in silver and three-fourths in gold. 
This proposal which would be 


mandatory, represented the com- 
promise worked out during pro- 
longed negotiations between mem- 
bers of the senate silver bloc and 
the administration. 


Another clause would authorize 


the President to take over the 
nation's 
monetary silver stock— 
just as was done in gold. 
This 


nationalization provision, however 
is permissive. 


The bill authorizes an appropri- 


ation of $500,000 to carry out the 
purchase and nationalization pro- 
gram and such additional sums 
annually as are neded. 


To Purchiun Sliver. 
The secretary of the treasury 


would be "authorized and direct-

President's language to hold "bi- 
metallism" as the ultimate objec-

conceded 
the 


language was not absolutely clear 
on this point. 


Bi-matellism would 
create 
a 


combination gold and silver, unit 
as the standard of value. 
The 


present standard unit of value in 
the United States is the gold dol- 
lar of 15 5-21 grains, nine tenths 
fine. 


The 
proposed 
new 
legislation 


does not change this 
standard 


dollar which contained not only a 
fixed number of grains of gold 
but also a fixed quantity of sil- 
ver. 


At present the United States, 


being on a gold bullion standard 
settles international balances in 
gold.

mier Mussolini told half a mil- 
lion soldiers, blackshirta and fas- 
cist youtha crowded before the 
balcony windows of the Venezla 
Palace today on the anniversary 
of the nation's entrance into the 
World War. 


"Italv wishes peace," Mussolini 


shouted, "but is now ready for 
any eventuality."
